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DETAILED ACTION 



1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 12-15, and 17-20 are objected to under 37 
CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous 
claim. Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or 
amend the claim(s) to place the claim (s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim (s) in independent 
form. 

Note Claims 12-15, and 17-20 depend on the cancelled 
claim 1. Further, claims 17-20 are exactly the same as 
claims 12-15 respectively. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 11-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by the German Patent No. DE 3826-239 (DE'239). 

DE'239 discloses the claimed invention, as shown in 
Fig. 3, comprising: at least one tooth including a lateral 
cutting edge; the tooth face comprising: at least two 
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sections (7, 7) , a first section ( from cutting edge to 6 as 
shown in Fig. 3) nearest the cutting edge having a convex 
form, and a second section (7) being concave. 

Note as to claims 12-15, and 17-20, DE'239 also 
discloses the length of the first section being 20% or less 
than the length of the tooth face; and a concave chip- 
breaking section (7, closer to the cutting edge) between the 
first section and the second section (7, farther away from 
the cutting edge) as shown in Fig. 3.
